Tliis we wfll not do. We apolo^i/e for no opinions 
expressed In the Kernel during the past \ear. The 
opinions that liave been rendered have been sincere, 
based on factual knowledge, and without malice. 
No further explanation is needed. 

The only persons to whom we would offer an 
explanation is those representatives of organizations 
who fe<'l that news of their organizations has not 
reached die columns of this paper as often as it 
sJionld. 

To those persons, we would sa\- that tliis fact 
lias bothered us much more than > i)u. But we, just 
as all new spapers, are constantly faced with a space 
problem, and inevitably, a result, some news 
must be omitted that is perhaps worthy of publica- 
tion. 

The Kernel ran no policy editorial at the begin- 
nin<4 of the year, nor did we make any declarations 
of w liat we would atternjit to accomplish. Neither, 
at the Ncar's end. will we indulue in any hack- 
.slappiu'^ l)\ listin'4 what we think oiu" achievements 
ha\t' heen. W e wDuld say that wc think, year in 
and year out, the Kernel has been an hnportant 
member of the University community, and has been 
a contributingifactor in the growth of UK. 

If we have continued in the tradition established 
by 42 years of continuous puhlieation, then wo feel 
that our existence this year h is heen justified. 

At various times this year, the Kernel has l)oen 
accused of heinu auainst e\er\thin!». We would 
point out that this is an untrue statement. W'c, like 
the vast majority of our citizens, arc "for" the Ameri- 
can flag, little children, grandmothers, puppy dogs, 
and keeping off the grass. 

But we have never thought—we slill dbn't think- 
that any independent, responsible newspaper can 
l0Bg,MBUMn-in that category if it confines itself to 
glib, non-committai phraseology ronofgning ^tbe • 
above topics. 

We think that, as a newspaper, it is our function 
t(» interpret, to inform, to entertain— and to criticize, 
when criticism is necessary. This we liave at- 
tempted to do. And tile people who have been the 
objects of our criticism have deserved it, in our 
opinion— else we would not have criticized. 

To die new staff members, who will he an- 
nounced officially in a short time, we have but few 
words of ad\ice. Wc would warn them not to 
tackle the joh of runmug the Kernel, or an\ other 
paix r. w ith the idea in min d of gaining eitlier glory 
or a nuiltitude of frienils. 

We would remind them that running a weekly 
newspa^xT is a full-time joh. and so is going to 
school. But somehoNv the two must b^ CQ0j[dihatedf 

We would remind them to be \var>' of back- 
. slappers, e«r-bangers, ^lir-weather friends, and 
beflr^MijAsn* 

We would remind them that the Kernel, despite 
what some of the uninformed would claim, is one 
of die few unoensorcd uniM-rsity newspapers. This 
situation can exist onl\ if the persons in charge re- 
in<Mn!)er the basic newspaper creeds of respuiisi- 
bilit> and of niaturit\ . 

1' in. ilk. we woulil rtinind tluiu that the\ will 
find lew true friends - hut tlu- ontvs the\ ilo find 
are worth a million of the other kind. 

In cuucJusion, we wouUl utter onl\ one further 
thought.

Par- 
ents are a souree of reward and 
of punishment, and we come to • 
like or dislike the authority they 
I represent.

L & O Railroad Marks 
Two UK Anniversaries

Frobably one of the least noticed 
points of interest on campus is al- 
so one of the oldest and most liis- 
torical. We are speaking of the 
•W RaUrMd Memorial whleh was 
ererted bark in 1916. 

That year was an important one 
in UK's history. It saw the chang- 
ing ol State University's name to 
the University of Kentucky. It 
was the year the in.stitution's 986 
students joined alumni to observe 
our school's 50th anniversary. And 
it was also the year tliat the Me- 
chanical College celebrated its Sil- 
ver Jubilee. 

It was in observation of the 
Jabilee that the Railroad Monv- 
men t w aa erected. Why a mem- 
orial to a railroad? Because it was 
the first railroad in the West and 
it was begun here in Lexington. 

The campus monument consists 

of about ;.'") feel of tl'.e o:.-:inal 
track of thi; railroad laid in a ton- 
^CirotC ba.sc m front of Anderson 
Hall. The ruils made of stone sills 
and faced with a strap of iron 
were re-erected here preoi.sely as 
they were orit^aially lasliioned 
and laid. 



The sills had been recently un- 
earthed at the time by workmen 
excavating about six feet below 
the surface of the ground in Lex- 
ington. They had been laid 85 
years before at the conwr Of Mill 
and Water Streets. 

The Lexington and Ohio Rail- 
road Company had cnnstrucfed the 
track in a piece-meal fashion, one 
toilsome mile after anotiier. And 
at the end of four years af labor- 
ious effort, instead of stretching 
its bands of stone from Lexington 
to the Ohio as they had originally 
planned, the pioneer ra:lroad of 
Kentucky had only covered the 
distance from Lexington to Frank- 
fort, a piiiiy st!c»ch of 'Jfi mih-^ 

And did the tirst passengers on 
■ o ur historic railroad speed up the 
rails behind a chugging locomo- 
tive? Nope. 'The passenger car was 
merely a larpe omnibus of later 
days, drawn by four horses with 
the driver in his proper |ilace on 
top.
